When Mrs. Pickersgill’s daughter 
was an old lady of seventy-six years, 
she used to describe the scene. 

“I remember,” she wrote, ‘seeing 
my mother down on the floor placing 
the stars. After the completion of the 
flag she superintended the topping of it, 
having it fastened in the most secure 
manner to prevent its being torn away 
by balls. The wisdom of her precaution 
was shown during the engagement, 
manv shots piercing it. but it still re- 
mained tirm to the staff ’ 
worked many nights until twelve o'clock 
to complete it in a given time.”
